The Revolution now running its course in North America is 
the gentlest revolution which the world has ever experienced, 


Those who are dragged into a revolution are al\ ays impressed 
with the idea that here is something new at last. Only the 
methods are new and strange; the condition of revolution itself 
Is one of the natural phases of human existence. 


. The ods of revolution in North America are the gentlest 
in the world—and will remain so unless some reactionary politi- 
cal party gains power and tries te stop the clock. This is the 
only real danger; because repression of any movement designed 
to raise the general standard of livng is sure to result in wide- 
spread loss of life

The greatest and best, one might almost say the only, fully 
efficient analysis of the progress of humanity under the unseen 
and unrecognized natural passion for better things in life; and 
the uncontrollable forces which fight for these better things, and 
compel whole generations of human beings to fight for them, is 
a book called “The Oxford Reformers,” written by Frederic See- 
bohm. For some reason, this most instructive of text-books is 
not brought to the attention of students in either high schools 
or colleges, 


The book centres around the lifework of two English Reform- 
ers—John Colet who was at Oxford in 1496 for post-graduate 
Work and who founded St. Paul's school in London in 1510; and 
Thomas More who was at Oxford from 1492 to 1496. They were 


joined and becam , 


& associated. with Erasmus who came to Eng- 
Tand in 1498, 


Erasmus had taken orders in the Roman Catholic chureh and 
remained in that faith until the end of life. He was a reformer 
Within the chureh; came to Oxford to study Greek; and as a 
result of that study became able to and did translate the New 
Testament into the languages of Northwestern Europe—making 
possible, unintentionally, Martin Luther's direct appeals for pub- 
lic and private scriptural study which brought about the 
“Protestant Reformation.” Erasmus became also one of the most 
Widely read authors of his time. John Colet became the leading | 
teacher in England; Thomas More became the chancellor of the 
kingdom. |

Instead of going to see “One Night of Love” or some equally 
inciting four star motion picture, take an evening off some time 
and read the opening chapters of The Oxford Reformers. You 
will have no trouble after that in finding time to finish the book. 


There was nothing new in the five famous broadcasts which 
recently set Canadian ears and tongues wagging. The Oxford 
Reformers enunciated the whole of these matters from 1498 to 
1519; and did it much better than was accomplished in the radio 
orations. 


Their recommendations were trampled upon by Emperors, 
Kings and Archbishops; and the repression brought the fiery, 
revolutionary Martin Luther into action—and started a life- 
sacrificing struggle which lasted for centuries. It was an in- 
stinctive revolution—therefore one which could not be subdued. 


Frederic Seebohm's description of its basic nature is one of 
the peerless paragraphs in English prose: 


“In the history of the next three centuries—(1519 to 1819)— 
it is impossible not to trace the onward swell, as it were, of a 
great revolutionary wave, which, commencing with the peas- 
ant war and the sack of Rome, swept on through the revolt 
of the Netherlands, the Thirty Years War, the Puritan Revo- 
lution in England, and the foundation of the great American 
republic, until it culminated and broke in the French revo- 
lution. It is impossible not to see, in the whole course of 
the events of this remarkable period, an onward movement 
as irresistible and certain in its ultimate progress as that of 
great geological changes which have passed over the physi- 
cal world.” 


Three hundred years of continuous and designed destruction 
of human life, is something else again from four years of fin- 
ancial distress—and the financially revolutionary policy of dedi- 
cating all the resources of the North American continent to pre- 
vent loss of life and to rebuild and re-establish on lines of widest 
possible co-operation, the standard of living best fitted to our 
own time. Think that over carefully when you are disposed to 
worry about the expenditure of public money; for, in incontro- 
vertible truth, it is either money or life—a gentle revolution, or 
the striking of steel on human beings.

Milton McKeen, U.F.A. member 
for Lac Ste Anne, had Mr, Harvie 
brought before the committee. 

“If we're going to reduce debts,” 
‘he said, “we had better determine) 
the creditor interest of the  pro- 
vince, too, for the province is out 
for its pound of flesh in payments 
‘for purchases of school lands.” 

Explaining the situation, Mr, Har- | 
vie said that from 1905 till 1930 the 
Dominion government had admin- 
istered the school lands and made 
practically all the sales. On Sep 
tember 30, 1930, the natural re- 
sources were handed over to the 
province. Deducting cancellations, | 
the Dominion had sold 1,243,195 
acres at an average of $14.21, There 
were 4,365 sales in arrears at that 
date and the province had given 
purchasers who were far in arrears} 
the opportunity to relinquish and | 
lease on a five cent an acre (since | 
reduced to four cents) and a share} 
of the crop basis. Since then the} 
number had been reduced to 2,444, | 

Relinquishments in 1954 num- 
bered 627 involving $1,349,000 in| 
principal and $711,000 in interest, | 
with similar large relinquishments |
